The  observers  wsoched  star  like  objects  in  the  sky.  Four 
objects  were  in  the  llh  and  one  was  in  the  NV/.  The  color 
of  the  objects  *..as  like  that  of  a star,  with  red  and 
green  lights  around  it.  The  objects  were  round,  did  not 
move  and  appear-i  to  have  no  protrusions,  wings,  or 
tails.  One  witness  said  that  the  objects  ] ->oked  like 
bright  stars  ana  the  color  change  was  similar  to  heat 
waves  rising.  Looking  through  binoculars  only  made  the 
objects  appear  larger  ami  brighter.  One  of  the  observers 
has  reported  the  same  ty^-e  objects  to  Pease  AFB  on  five 
occasions  in  June  1966, 

The  description  is  consistent  with  that  of  an  astro- 
nomical observat  i.on.
